DETAILED ACTION 

1. According to a preliminary amendment filed on Oct. 12, 2006, the applicants have 
canceled claims 2 and 3 and furthermore, have amended claim 6. 

2. Claims 1 and 4-11 are pending in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. The following editorial amendment is made in claim 7 and furthermore, abstract is 
copied from the corresponding WO application on a separate page. 

In claim 7, line 2, replace — - characterized by — with — comprising — . 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 4-1 1 , renumbered as claims 1-9, are allowed since the instant compounds 
of formula VI, a process for preparing these compounds and using these compounds 
are neither disclosed nor obvious over the prior art. In the prior art, Montanari ( U.S. 
Patent 6,613,904, cited on applicant's form 1449 ) discloses compound of formula (II) 
which is closely related to instant compounds of formula VI. However, the compound of 
Montanari differs in structure from the instant compounds in having CN group instead of 
instant -COOR group attached to the piperidine ring and furthermore, there is no 
teaching, suggestion or motivation in the prior art to modify the compounds of Montanari 
to prepare the instant compounds. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.
